As every good host knows 
many ingredients go into a su 
cessful dinner party — food is 
just the beginning.

q To retain the candlestick fla- 
vor of a chandelier, the small 
flame-like bulbs of GTE Syl- 
vania’s Decor-Lites are an ele- 
gant way to illuminate without 
blinding.
